waste from skin of the wearer with said disposable article so that said one or more 
compositions are available to at least a portion of one of said bodily waste and said 
skin of said wearer and said disposable article is a diaper, and comprises a 
responsive system including a sensor operativelv connec ted to the article, the sensor 
adapted to detect an input, and an actuator operativclv connected to the article, the 
actuator being adapted to deliver said one or more compo sitions to at least a portion 
of said fecal waste excreted from said wearer when the sen sor detects the input; 

said one or more compositions providing one or more of the following as 

determined by the test methods set forth in the specification: 

a) a Waste Contamination Area of less than about 1 5 cm 2 ; 

b) a Waste Contamination Mass calculated from equation ^ (mArArea X 
mArGV)/255 of less than about 14 mass unit. 

Claim 59. (Original) The method of Claim 58 wherein at least one of said 
compositions comprises an effective amount of a feces modifying agent. 

Claim 60. (Original) The disposable article of Claim 59 wherein at least one of said 
compositions comprises a skin care composition.
